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'Navy on Hand, 
Roosevelt to 
Open N.Y. Fair 

President to Appear 
On Television; Mayor 
Welcomes Fleet

New York, April 29. — Stirred by 
the arrival of 28 vessels of the 
United States Atlantic Squadron, 
the biggest city in the Nation pre- 
pared tonight for' he opening of he 
biggest exposition the Nation — and 
the world— has ever seen, the New 
York World's Fair. 

Although thousands of -visitors 
poured into town from all parts of 
the country, the city's traditional 
throng was not noticeably augment- 
ed, but flags and bunting, full ho- 
tels and a festive air presaged the 
debut which fair officials expect to 
draw a; million people. 

The Fleet dominated the day-be- 
fore activities, attracting thousands 
to the waterfron as he vessels 
seamed majestically .up the bay, be- 
ginning in. the early morning, to 
anchor in the Hudson River. 

Publishers Feted 

A hundred newspaper publishers 
and advertising executives, here this 
week for the American Newspaper 
Publishers Association's annual- 
conclave, were guests of honor at 
#ie arrival, reviewing the flotilla 
from the- deck of the . battleship- 
Tennessee. 

Later, Mayor La Guardia and a 
delegation of fair officials boarded 
the battleship New York, the squad- 
ron flagship, to extend the city's 
official welcome. 

Then hundreds of bluejackets 
swarmed ashore for a holiday, and 
thousands of New oYrkers sailed 
out to the vessels by every, type 
of waterfront jitney. 

Roosevelt to' Appear 

The next-ranking activity- was ex- 
tensive preparations for the visit 
of President Roosevelt, who will of- 
ficially'open the fair ZVz hours ; after 
the gat^ssJsWing: wide, .The.,J?resif 
dent will address 1 a-' short speech.! to 
an expected.; 100,000, special- guests 
in the fair'3;S''Court of Peace" at 
1:30 (E. S. T.), tomorrow.. . '■' 

The event will. 'be ,picked..up vby 
televisipn^the first time an •Ameri- ; 
can President ■ has.-;b'een . televised-l— 
and' rthe ;; . speech '-.will be' broadcast 
by all the major networks. 

The President will come from his 
Hyde Park home by train to the 
Bronx, and thence by car over the 
new Whitestone Bridge to Queens 
for lunch at the fair grounds. 

Some 3,000 police were detailed 
the Presidential route and the 
midtown area. 

Secret Service Ttakes Charge 

, . Secret Service men took charge 
of one wing of the huge Federal 
building on the fair "Court of 
Peace,'' which the Presidential 
party will occupy before Mr. Roose- 
velts' speech. 

The address will be preceded by 
the dedication at noon of the "Tem- 
ple of. Religion," and a parade from 
the Trylon-Perisphere "theme cen- 
ter" down the fair's mam avenue, 
"Constitution Mall," to the Court of 
Peace. 

Later, at ...the huge statue of 
Gqorge Washington- nearby, will be 
re-enacted Washington's first inaii- 
guratiqnr t .the loO.thv. anniversary of 
which"'the fair opening- commemo- 
rates. _ . - . 

Memtlers of= the foreign ruling 
houses will be in New York for the 
opening— Crown Prince Frederick 
and Crown Princess Ingrid of Nen- 
mark;- who have already visited the 
fair, and Crown Prince Olaf and 
Crown Princess Martha of Norway, 
guests of the Roosevelts, who Will 
attend the opening with them. 

On the. eye of the opening, .thou- 
sands, of .workmen hurried about the 
2-mile-square area applying final 
pouches for, the debut. 
T Considerable portions of the fair 
are days or weeks short of comple- 
tion, notably some of the foreign 
government and state buildings and 
the amusement area. 

But the . unfinished parts were 
overshadowed by more than 200 
completed buildings and hundreds 
of thousands of displays calculated 
t otake a visitor many days to in- 
spect.

Eat Hot Dogs 

Smorgasbord Also 
On Hand, Though, for 
Picnic at Cottage

Hyde Park, N. Y., April 39.— 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt intro- 
duced Crown Prince Olaf and Prin- 
cess Martha of Norway today to that 
modern American meal — a picnic on 
hot dogs and potato salad. 

In the wooded surroundings of 
the Chief Executive's new Dutch 
Colonial bungalow, three miles from 
the Roosevelt home, the royal couple 
joined two score Roosevelt friends 
and relatives at a festive board piled 
high with hot and cold American 
and Scandinavian dishes. 

The luncheon, served on the front 
porch of the President's house — 
finished but still unfurnished — was 
described as strictly a "family af- 
fair." No guest list was announced. 
Nellie Johansen Is Chef 

To make her royal guests feel a 
little more at home, Mrs. Roosevelt 
had her stand-by for such occasions. 
Nellie Johansen, prepare some Nor- 
wegian herring salad. Miss Johan- 
sen. who used to weave baskets at 
Mrs. Roosevelt's furniture factory 
near here, established her reputa- 
tion as an expert on salads during 
the visit last fall of Crown Prince 
Berthold of Sweden. Additional 
praise was heaped on her Smorgas- 
bord (hors d'oeuvres) today. 

After the luncheon, the party 
moved out into a clearing and was 
entertained by a group of amateur 
Norwegian singers and dancers in 
front of a backdrop of American 
and Norwegian flags. 

Returning to the home of the 
President's mother, the royal guests 
attended a family dinner followed 
by music by Carl R. Maxon's Y. M. 
C. A. quartet from Salem College. 

Hasn't Changed Speech 

In odd moments during the day. 
the President worked on his mail 
and re-read for correction the 
speech he will deliver in New York 
tomorrow afternoon opening the 
World's Fair. 

Secretaries said no major changes 
had been made in the address since 
Chancellor Hitler's Reichstag 
speech. 

The President will leave here to- 
morrow morning by train and ar- 
rive at the uptown station around 
noon (E. S. T.). He will drive to 
the fair grounds and attend a lunch- 
eon at the $3,000,000 Federal Build- 
ing before participating in the 
hours' program inaugurating the 
$160,000,000 exposition. 

Can't Stay to See Fair 

Mr. Roosevelt's talk will begin at 
1:30 p. m. (E. S. T-), and last 15 or 
20 minutes. He must get back to 
Hyde Park to receive Crown Prince 
Frederick and Princess Ingrid of 
Denmark, due to arrive from New 
York about 6 p. m. on the yacht 
Potomac, so will start back imme- 
diately after the speech.
